To Our Customers and Friends: 

In keeping with our policy we are again offering a catalogue that we feel sure will be of value to its readers. We have 
spared no effort to make it comprehensive, concise, educational, and interesting. 

Our selection of varieties is offered only after careful observation and consideration, and we feel sure our choice will 
please the majority of specialized glad lovers. 

We have been asked to continue the chatterbox review. So again, this season, we will try to evaluate some of the newer 
varieties we are growing. This review is based on our own observations in the fields at Birchville Gardens. Our soil is sandy and 
the performance of some varieties may differ in other types of soil or in different climates. We give you this chatterbox review, 
however, with the hope it will be interesting reading and in some small way assist you in the selection of varieties. 


WHITE — The white section, in our opinion, is the most important and we believe that in any commercial planting at least 35% 
may well be made of this popular color. While we do not list many whites, nevertheless this still is one of the strongest classes. Com- 
mercial men can well consider the merits of Florence Nightingale and Mother Fischer, two of our finest varieties. One of the pleasant 
surprises in 1957 was Texas White, rather late but it makes nice tall spikes right down the row. White Excelsior still continues to pro- 
duce good tall early spikes with florets of heavy substance. For the show fan a good spike of Sierra Snow is still hard to beat. In 
the 401 division the early Carmine Eyes and White Sails are not only good show varieties, but also among the best cutflowers. 


CREAM — In the cream class we had one of the most pleasant surprises of the year in Angels Serenade. The ethereal beauty of its 
florets make it a connoisseurs glad par excellence. Lorelei is still the leader in making grand spikes. This glad has charm and will 
become a favorite in the florist trade as well as one of the very best show glads. The giant of this class is Good Morning, grow- 
ing so consistently that every spike is of show caliber. For home arrangement and artistic floral work we recommend Genoveva, which, 
we are sure, will please you, 


YELLOW — The ever popular yellow class has shown much improvement in the past five years. Gary is certainly the best for cut- 
flower growers, makes grand spikes that handle very well and has wonderful keeping qualities. Fort Knox, always a favorite with 
us, is excellent for both showing and cutting. Golden Boy, certainly an easy winner in the 300 class, has good color and grows 
well. Prospector still rates as one of the most beautiful glads. Forsythia and Gold Bank, both with a green cast, are also good 
growers and among the best for cutting. The newer Paragon, with its tall spikes and with six to eight open on a long flowerhead, 
should do a lot of winning at the shows. Conrad, which reminds us of old Spotlight, is one of the finest growers, and should be- 
come a good tate cutter. 


BUFF — Viva, the newest addition to the buff class, makes grand spikes that will delight anyone. Golden Palominos, always a show 
contender, has a lot of friends. A. B. Coutts, rather late but grand for cutting, is certainly one of the best. In Patrol we have one of 
the great glads that has won about every award one could think of. While there are not many in this class, all are lovely creations 
and rate a place in your garden. 


ORANGE — Gay, bold Caballero, wili capture your heart as it is one of the most striking variety grown. Debbie, a true orange, is 
heavily ruffled and strikes a new note in color brilliance. 


SALMON — Our new addition to the salmon class is Liberty. Its record speaks for itself — a grand champion many times with 
but a small amount of stock released. Salmon Queen, certainly well named, is a tali consistent grower that, in our opinion, will be- 
come one of the leaders for show and cutflower growers, King Size makes huge spikes but has little else to recommend it. Delight 
is not only a color marvel, but also has beauty of florets and is very heavily ruffled. Should rate as one of the most beautiful glads 
grown. Tabarin, one of our favorites, is a flashy novelty that consistently makes good spikes. We are strongly impressed with the 
European variety, Flower Dream. This looks like a good commercial prospect. 


SCARLET — Firelight will be greeted as the earliest scarlet and a real money maker. Hilltopper is a fine tall grower that is large 
and flashy and should rate a spot in everyone's garden. Allegretto, always tall with good bright color, is one of the best cutters. 
Sans Souci was, as usual, outstanding. This stellar variety cuts right down the row and | have yet to see a crooked spike. Gregor 
Mendel has an unusual smoky cast and receives much praise from visitors to our gardens. 


LIGHT PINK — In the light pink class, Target is distinguished by its unusually’ long flowerhead. Countess makes long tapering spikes 
with nice stems, making it especially valuable for basket work. Pink Pride, the giant of this class, is one of the most dependable 
cutters. Pink Diamond is a pastel beauty that has lots of friends. Target, Countess, Pink Pride and Pink Diamond are also very good 
show varieties. Gina, the newest, is, in our opinion, not only one of the most beautiful-varieties, but also one of the best. 


MEDIUM AND DEEP PINK — Coronation is the answer to a florist’s prayer. Beautifully ruffled, with seven open and six buds in 
color, which greatly enhances its beauty, it is the best in this class. Boudoir, the giant of this class, produces a robust plant and the 
color is unusually good for such a large variety. We are greatly impressed with Boudoir and feel sure we will hear a lot from this 
one. Alfred Nobel, with its large white throat, really commands attention. 
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LIGHT & DEEP RED — Two very important red glads, Early Red and Red Radiance, are well established in the commercial fields. Swiss 
Flag is somewhat like Carnival, but is far superior, a very flashy glad and one we rate highly. Red Tape, the big fellow of this section, 
is distinguished by its long heads and height. Red Pepper is one of the finest all-around varieties and is being overlooked. For un- 
surpassed color, Senator will please anyone. This variety has a velvet sheen found in no other glad. Harrisburger, rather late, is still 
hard to beat at the shows. The new Tosto is very early and only for this reason will become very popular. 


BLACK RED — In the black red group Ace of Spades has become the leader. It has a beautiful needlepoint type of floret and, in addi- 
tion, is heavily ruffled. Blackpool, in our opinion, has the finest color and is very popular with visitors. Black Joe is very early with 
splendidly ruffled florets set off by a narrow silver edging. Attaturk, the darkest of all the glads, is almost black. 


LIGHT & DEEP ROSE — Some good old varieties are in this section, Andrena, Elmer's Rose, and Traveler are all good cutters. Lori Dee 
is heavily ruffled and is one of the tallest glads grown. Richland Rose, also well ruffled, produces good spikes with up to 10 open. 
Rosita is a favorite with everyone that has ever grown it. Rosy Veil, introduced as a rosy Spic & Span, has become very popular with 
show ians. Wild Rose, from Noweta Gardens, will certainly make a name for itself in the cutflower fields. 


LAVENDER — In the lavender section, Princess has become one of the leaders. It has color and heavy texture combined with strong 
growth. Monona, a newer one, is somewhat like Elizabeth the Queen, minus the blotch, and a better all around grower. Tyrone, one 
of the few true lavenders, is very consistent as a cutflower and makes good tall spikes. Elizabeth the Queen and Gail are recom- 
mended for cut flower growers. 


PURPLE — Karen certainly is the leader in this class for all around use. It is distinguished by long flowerheads and wonderful keeping 
qualities. Purple Burma has heavy ruffling and is a favorite with many. The older King David, The Rajah, and Wonder Boy are all 
good varieties. Mable Violet, from Holland, has unusually fine color and should have a host of friends. 


VIOLET — Blue Peter is now the big noise in the violet class, often called blue glads. Makes very good spikes from small bulbs but 
only capable of opening five. Will become very popular because of its healthy bulbs and easy growing habits. Blue Conqueror has 
fine color, good placement and good stems which has been lacking in blue glads. This also makes good healthy bulbs. Blue Goddess 
and Mojolica, both from K & M, are worthy additions to this weak class. Salman's Sensation, tallest and most popular at present, has 
good color, but rather weak stems. Violet Charm, the old standby, is certainly one of the best for show purposes. Can be Grand 
Champion at any show, 


SMOKY — Tan-Glo is still tops as a show smoky. It will hold 10 open easily in the field. Copper Lustre and Prairie are two wonderful 
varieties for arrangements. Magic Beauty is very unusual, Oriental Splendour is, in our opinion, one of the finest smokys available. 
Sure wish we had more stock. 


It would be impossible to conclude these comments without a word about the green glads. Green Ice will certainly be grown 
by the million just as soon as stock is available. Shamrock, while not so green, is very early and is a good grower that should be 
valuable for early cutflowers. Green Woodpecker opens 10 easily and is certainly going to be hard to beat at the shows. | will con- 
clude these comments with reference to the Butterfly Varieties of K & M. Their rich color and bold blotches will endear them to your 
heart and bring added joy to your 1958 glad-garden. 


In the foregoing paragraphs we have endeavored to give you an honest, concise appraisal of some of the newer varieties as 
well as the best recent introduction. We often wonder whether non-productive pages (pages not containing price list) are of any value 
to a catalogue and its mission. To this there is no conclusive answer, but we-have long felt that interesting and instructive reading, to- 
gether with good pictures and service features, are just as much a part of a successful catalogue as the actual price list itself. We cer- 
tainly would like you to express an opinion as to whether or not we should continue chatterbox review each season.

We are especially anxious for you to inspect the bulb house in which we take special pride.

There are few varieties that can equal the lovely color of Jill for decorative purposes and florist work. 

The color is a very beautiful shade of rose pink with a soft cream throat that is unusually attractive. It has fine form—some- 
thing like Spic & Span, which is one of its parents. The growth is strong and vigorous, producing spikes carrying 18-20 buds and 
opening 7 to 9 beautfully ruffled florets at one time, with 6 or more showing color. 

Jill certainly is a study in color contrast with its soft cream throat enhanced by its rose pink outer portions which gives this vari- 
ety a color combination that is very appealing. It has all of the characteristics to make it a grand glad and we are confident that it 
will attain a high position among the leading cutflowers before very long.

GIPSY ROSE (Seher ‘58) 562-80 


For three successive seasons we have seen this superb gladiolus growing 


The first time Gipsy Rose was exhibited in 1951 at the Western Massachusetts Show, it created a sensation and was awarded first 
prize as best seedling. When shown again in 1953, it won longest flowerhead in the show with a flowerhead of 33 inches and when 
exhibited at the Connecticut Show in 1953, it won a Certificate of Merit which is rarely given in this state. In 1957, Gipsy Rose won the 
American Home Achievement Award at the Connecticut Show. It also has won Blue Ribbons in its color class six times. 

The individual florets consistently measure 6 inches in diameter with 6 to 8 well placed blooms open at one time, with 5 or more 
showing color. The 20-22 bud spikes are perfectly placed and have wonderful attachment. The plants are tall, make vigorous growth 
with deep green foliage and carry a flower spike 25 to 33 inches long. The blooms are of heavy substance. The color is medium rose 


with deeper rose shading in the throat. A fine exhibition variety as its record indicates and a splendid cutflower. A good stock permits 
us to offer this suberb gladiolus at moderate prices.

A worthy companion to Dimples and a variety we are 
sure you will like.

A real dark brown glad in the style of Atom, even to the 
hairline silver edging. Has been extremely healthy, and a 
vigorous grower, producing plenty of easy germinating bulb- 
lets. Opens 6 or 7 florets, in typical miniature placement, on 
slender stems with a head length of about 19”. We consider 
this a great improvement over Spunky, which has been a 
leader in its class.

Blooms are of 
good substance and perfectly placed and as many as 8 open 
ona 21 to 23 bud spike. Color is light yellow and florets are 
slightly ruffled. Was seedling Champion at the Binghamton 
Eastern International Show in 1954. And in 1956, Winston 
Roberts reported this variety was the best in his Trial Gar- 
dens.

The florets and spikes are definitely miniature type 
although it will produce a much more impressive show spike 
than most other small glads. The florets are wide open and 
gracefully formed but definitely do not go oversize, being 
3%," to 3Y,” on well grown spikes, which grow to a height 
of 50” to 58” tall with 18 to 23 buds and a 22” to 26” flower- 
head. The nicely ruffled florets are a clean medium salmon 
pink at the outside, shading lighter to a cream yellow throat 
with a small pale red blotch, opens 6 to 8 in perfect, well 
spaced placement. It is quite early and has not been shown 
often as a’seedling but has won its class when given an op- 
portunity and at the 1957 New Jersey State Show was best 
miniature seedling and miniature champion of the show.

Parentage: Yangtze x Golden Goddess x Orange Gold 

The color of this beautiful seedling is a clean, light yellow with no 
other markings. Its subsiance is remarkable, opening 8-10 five inch florets 
on a 22-24 bud spike. | have had it stay in perfect condition 6 to 8 days 
in warm weather without coddling. 

It is a rugged grower and in ordinary field culture it will easily reach 
55 inches. The florets are always perfectly placed on a long straight flower 
spike. Its ruggedness of spike and exceptionally fine bulbs came from its 
parent Orange Gold and Yangize. It produces bulblets lavishly and they 
germinate easily. Gary is a wonderful commercial, but may also have 
show aspiration as it has two Awards of Merit to its credit already, plus
